Lonpvon, November 28, 1333. 

Sir—By Captain Griswoxp, of the ship Samuel Robertson,

written avd pubiished while I was in the prison of New- 
GATE, in 1310 and 1311, for having expressed my indigna- 
tion at the ilogging of local militiamen, at the town of 
Exy, in Evgland, under a guard of German bayonets; 
and if Mr. Assuxy Dickins be still alive and at Washing- 
ton, as I hope he is, he will remember, that the very next 
day after my imprisonment, he, talking with me of the 
mode of obtai:i sg satisfaction for this monstrous wrong, 
heard me say, ‘‘Dickins, I have no physical means of 
“obtaining that satisfaction: I must not kill myself by 
“ giving way to rage; but betake myself to the pen, and 
**paitently wait for the pleasure of time. I must now set 
“seriously to work, give my blows carefully, but effectu- 
“ally, and we wiil laugh, my boy, while the monster is 
“reeling along, not knowing what is the matter with it. 
“Our teacher has said, that paper money is strength in 
“the begining and weakness in the end. Look here, ut 
“this report (f had the Bullion Committee’s report lyiog 
“upon tie table), and you will see thatthe haughty vaga- 
“ bonds are but idiots after all.” This was the beginning 
of this elaborate work, which [ called “ Paper against 
“Gotp, or, the History and Mystery of Paper Money and

newspapers published in tne country, which ought to be in- 
eluded in the exception: but these do not forma sixtieth part 
of the whole of that mass, which is called the Enciisu Press, 


from which, generally speaking, little besides falsehood is to | 


be obtained. The far greater part of this press is either under 
the immediate influence of persons in power, or of those aspi- 
ring to power; or, like a large part of your press, under the 
discounting power of the paper money people.

Disaster at Sea.—The schr. Mary Frances, Capt. B. Kir- 
wan, of East River, which sailed from that place about fifteen 
days ago, bound to the West Indies, returned there last Friday 
vight in distress. She was run foul of on the night of the 14th, 
in the latitude of Bermuda, by the ship Triton, bound to Ports- 
mouth, (N. H.) from the South Sea. The ship had alf sail set 


| and was gvuing 9 or 10 knots, and struck the schooner on the 


starboard quarter, knocked Capt. Kirwan and one of his men 
overboard; the man was lost, and Capt. Kirwan had his right 


|arm and leg broken, and Otherwise dreadfully mangled; not- 


withstanding which he got hold of a rope with his left hand,and 
held on for half an hour, before his cries were heard, and then 


there were only two men on board, the other two having got 


on board the ship when in contact. It was two or three hours 
before the ship got in sail, and returned to the schooner ; they 
lay by her until daylight, when she left her. 

The Schr. is quite new, and is a very strong vessel, conse- 


quently did not receive as much damage as might have been 
expected ; slie lost three stancheons, the raijl-waist and part 
| of the taff-rail, but do’s not leak more than she did before the 


accident. Captain Kirwan’s sufferings are most excruciating, 
and if his lite is saved, it is feared he will lose his leg. The 
ship was going before the wind and the schooner was close 


| hauled; they saw each other a quarter of an hour before they 
| came in contact, and Capt. Kirwan used every exertion to get 
_ out of the way, but as his vessel was under eisy stil, he could 


not keep clearofthe ship. Capt. Kirwan does not know how 
he go. hurt, and has no recollection of any occurrence after 


_ the ship struck, until he was 20 yards astern of the v-ssel with 


a rope in his hand, and although she was going two or three 
knots, he contrived to haul himself up with one bond until 
he reached her before they heard him on board. ‘The Captain 


of the ship was below. ‘The ship’s head and bow sprit were 


carried away, and part of the head fell on the schooner’s deck.

Post Orrice, 10 o’clock, A. M.—-Additional particulars of 
the burning of the William Penn. The guard says he saw the 
boat coming up the river near the Navy Yar1—she let off her 
sceam and tried to run ashore at the Navy Yard, but she had 
not steam enongh to carry her thither, the tide swept her 
over to the Jersey side of the river before she sank. He saye 
there were eight or nine persons, men, women, and children, 
brought up in a boat dead, before he left Philadelphia. The 
river was full of boats trying to save the passengers and pro- 
perty, and the wharves crowded with people to witness the 
heart rending scene. The boat took fire near the boiler. 


Since the above was iu type, we have received the Phila 
delphia papers of yesterday morning, which inform us that 
amor g the persons drowned were the Rev. John Mitchell. 
more and a lady (name not known) of Lewistown, Del., and 
Col. Jos. S. Porter, of Philadelphia. They, as well as many 
others, were compelled to jump from the stern of the boat, 
where the water was beyond their depth, the boat having been 
run with her bows in the mud, and the fire raging so intensely
